Hosey Promises to Waste More Money; 


Non-Partisan Government Will Save It 


(By the Non-Partisan City Central Committee.) 


To the Voters of the City of Fort Wayne: 


The City of Cleveland, with a population ;equal to ten such cities as Fort 


Wayne, collects and disposes of her garbage at a net cost to the taxpayers of 
that city no greater than the cost of collection and disposal of garbage in 
Fort Wayne. Cleveland has thorough collection. Fort Wayne gathers but half 
of her garbage. . The other half decays and ferments in back yards and alleys. 
Cleveland can make thorough collection because the net cost is a trifle and 
she has adequate means to dispose of garbage. 
Fort Wayne can but half do 


the job because the cost of collection is high and her garbage crematory could 
not destroy any more than it is destroying even if more were gathered. Cleve- 
land's garbage is the source of a great revenue that almost equals the entire 
expense of collection and disposal. Fort Wayne's garbage is waste and the 
$20,000 a year expended to take care of the half that is handled is net cost. 
Cleveland has a modern reduction plant through which are recovered certain 
by-products of garbage that are readily sold. Fort Wayne has an antiquated 
incinerator that has been a failure during the twenty years of its operation. 


The Non-Partisan platform pledges that Tort Wayne shall have a modern 


plant that will reduce the cost of complete collection and disposal of garbage 
to almost nothing. The Hoscy partisan platform pledges that the old crcma 
tory shall be enlarged and the cost of garbage disposal doubled. It costs $20,- 
000 a year for the maintenance of the miserable travesty of garbage disposal 
Fort Wayne has.

Clyde Wilkinson is Said to 


Have Made Confession 


of Wife Murder. 


BODY FOUND IN 


CORNFIELD GRAVE 


Peru is Deeply Stirred Over 


Sensational Dis- 


covery. 


Logansport, 
Ind., Sept. 27.—Clydo 


Wilkinson, thirty-four, who has been 
sought by the police since yesterday, 
when the mutilated body of his wife 
WM found buried in a cornfield on a 
farm where ho had lived, near Peru,' 
Ind., was arrested here today...and. ac- 
cording to the police, he confessed that 
he had killed his wife in tlio presence 
of their two sons. 


Wilkinson seemed dated when arrest- 


ed. He said he struck his wife with a 
hammer during a quarrel. 
He did not 


know whether she was dead or alive 
when he buried her, he Mkid. 


Wilkinson was traced hero through 


a letter written by hi« father. He had 
his two sons, aged three and ten with 
him. He wag taken to Peru, the coun- 
ty seat of Miami county. 


Wilkinson's Confession. 


Wilkinson in his confession said: 
"I 


had applied for a divorce and my wife 
asked me if I would marry again if I 
would get a divorce. I told her I would 
if I could find the right kind of a wo- 
man. 
She said: 'No you wont 
you,' 


and then she made a rush at me with a 
scratch awl, a tool used by carpenters. 
I struck her and knocked her down and 
she got up and started at me again witli 
the scratch awl. I then struck her on 
the head with a hammer. My two sons, 
age ten- and twelve years, were in the 
room at the time. I was so excited that 
I did not know what to do, so I took my 
wife's body out in tho field and buried 
it." 


Wilkinson was working for a con- 


crete company which has the contract 
for rebuilding the bridges here washed 
out by the March flood.

William Thomas, of Marshalltown, la., 
came here yesterday to claim a bequest 
and so successfully established his iden- 
tity that the court ordered that $475 left 
to him by John Jenkins, of St. Clair, this 
county, in 1871, be paid. Thomas, u wur 
veteran, has been long buried from the 
world in a soldiers' homo, but ho was very 
much alive when advertised for in news- 
papers. 


The case is one of the most peculiar 


ever brought to the attention of the local 
court. Thomas camo ,tu this countv in 
1853 
and lived at St. C'lair for several 


years before he married Elizabeth Wil- 
liams, of Beaver county., They journeyed 
to the west and wore practically lost lor 
nearly .juste-^^sai's, relatives interested 
being iinnbfe to learn their whereabouts. 


Several years ago a relative died in 


Wisconsin leaving Thomas a bequest of 
$300. Efforts <in the part of the. family 
and Wisconsin authorities failed to locate 
him and ho was declared legally dead )n 
Wisconsin and his estate was divided be- 
tween three cousins. When the bequest 
of Jenkins came to light, several years 
wero spent by local attorneys in an effort 
to locate, Thomas, hut without avail. 
Hearing that he Jiad been declaim! le- 
gally dead in Wisconsin the local authori- 
ties advertised and were ;,Teiitly surprised 
when Thomas walked into the olllce.

SKY AS ONLY LIMIT 


Indianapolis, Ind,, Sept. 27.—Food pro- 


ducts, with the f&tesiblc exception of 
wheat products, siij^ir, rye and canned 
salmon, this winter will attain prices 
never before reached in this country, ac- 
cording to II. E. Barnard, state food and 
drug commissioner. 
Mr. Barnard said 


today that tho prices would begin to 
soar in a few weeks and there was no 
telling when they would quit 


•'Meats, especially pork, are going to 


the ceiling," said Mr. Barnard. "There 
is a shortage in the supply and this will 
cause the increase. The slim corn crop 
also will affect 
pork 
prices. Butter 


prices also are going higher than ever, 
due to tho poor pasturage during the 
summer. 
Tho egg situation already ia 


alarming in Indiana and by Christmas 
storage egg* will be selling at j cents 
each and will be scarce at that price. 
Poultry also will be sky high during 
the winter. 


"It will be astonishing how high fruit 


will go before spring. 
All kinds of 


fruits ore scarce and canned goods, with 
the exception of salmon, will be clear out 
of eight." 


Mr. Barnard said there was not one 


price in the list that would be influ- 
enced by the trader. 


"Tho condition is simply that the sup- 


ply is not adequate to feed the Ameri- 
can people."

"Beaver lake'' is the most re- 


markable. 


There is a meadow where heavers have 


lived for probably hundreds of years, 
with one old dam 
COM feet long, clear 


across the valley. 
It is now in ruins. 


Above it are many smaller darns and 
almost countless 
beaver 
lodges 
and 


canals, old and new. 


You might easily overlook a beaver 


colony, for the dams often seem a part 
of the natural scenery, nnd their houses 
might be mistaken for brush piles left 
by high water. But. if you investigate, 
you will find that the seemingly care- 
less work has been done with marvelous 
intelligence. 


The beaver year starts in September. 


There is construction or repair w.irk to 
be done and the winter's supply of food 
to gather. 


First come the dams. They are needed 


to deepen the water so the beavers will 
have a sure escape from their enemies 
and to limit down the logs they feed on. 


With their sharp teeth they cut down 


trees, from mere saplings up to two or 
even three feet in diameter. Then they 
bite off the branches and cut the trunks 
into short sections and drag 
or fioat 


them to the dam bite, juiehoring them 
firmly on the bottom, and piling more 
logs and brush to the- desired height. 
They fill the chinks with grass and mud, 
carrying it. in their front paws, held 
against their stomachs, walking on their 
hind feet. 


They build Hieir houses by laying a 


foundation of logs and sticks ,m the 
bottom of the dammed stream, near the 
hank, raising it above the water level. 
On this they pile two feet of mud. Then 
they put, on a cone-shaped roof of poles 
and sticks, and plaster the building with 


mud on the outside. When that's done 
they crawl in from below and cht.w out 
the mud filling, leaving a tight, warm 
room where they can pass the winter 
safe from cold and enemies. 


Sometimes the trees must be brought 


a long distance. 
They work together, 


pulling, pushing and rolling the logs. 
They even dig canals hundreds of feet 
long and tloat the logs.down them. 


When their autumn work is done they 


have nothing to do but sleep and eat 


!and swim under the ice until spring. 


I Then they eonie out, foraging for fresh 
food and basking in the sunshine, and 
in June they go off on their long sum- 
mer vacation, walking nnd 
swimming 


jaboiit, enjoying life and visiting their 


I friends for miles around.

Beyond all question the realization that in dealing 


•with city problems today, Fort Wayne ought to use to- 
day's methods, is chiefly responsible for the non-partisan 
movement to sweep the party machine from the city hall. 
If there ever was a time when narrow partisanism meas- 
ured up to the demands made of it in Fort Wayne, that 
time has most certainly passed with the development of 
the city from a village to a great city with great things to 
do and problems of vast magnitude to meet and solve. 
The municipal policies and practices that have been made 
to answer in the past are pitifully inadequate and woe- 
fully incompetent to handle the vaster governmental en- 
terprise which Fort Wayne has now become. It is impos- 
sible to properly conduct the affairs of this big and grow- 
ing city along the narrow, selfish, inefficient and wasteful 
lines that have been followed under the old system. Too 
much is at stake. Nothing less that a big, broad, efficient 
and business-like administration of affairs,, based on mod- 
ern efficiency instead of cheap partisanism will give Fort 
Wayne the good government its people are demanding 
and to which they are fairly and justly entitled. 


Past performance constitutes the chief indictment 


against the old system for which Mr. Hoscy and .Mr. 
LaTourette are standing sponsors in the" present contest. 
How voluminous have been its promises and how woe- 
fully it has failed are things too well known to either re- 
quire detailed recital or admit of serious defense. Year 
by year we have continued to permit peanut politics in- 
stead of business acumen to have charge in city govern- 
mental affairs. We have entrusted such vital mutters as 
water supply and distribution, lighting and power, gar- 
bage collection and disposal, sewerage, franchises, public 
safety and law enforcement with other affairs of large 
public concern to the tender mercies of a political machine 
merely because it bore one party label or another. Per- 
haps we have deserved just about what we have had to 
endure as a penalty for our civic short-sightedness. The 
non-partisan movement today is the expressed determina- 
tion of the people of Fort Wayne to light about face in 
city governmental methods. Its tiiumph will mean the 
meeting and solving of today's city problems by the .ap- 
plication of modern governmental efficiency instead of 
the partisan inefficiency that has proven a dire failure.

istreet some evening just as the early 
autumn twilight IB cutting its golden 
glow over the city,-or in the early morn- 
ing, when the gray dawn of another day 
jnakes it* 'first appearance above the 
tree* and housetops, don't become fright- 
ened or lose control of your emotions 
If you heir • terrible commotion or see 
the men of the' neighborhood acting 
fetwarly. 


You will be aabolutely convinced for 


A moment that you are in the very cen- 
jter of a seething bedlam. Strange noises 
.Will pierce your ears and you will hear 
itrange mutterings floating from the 
ttpen windows of houses, while once in a 
while a Btreak of red name will blaze its 
X>uri* skyward with a hissing sound 
that makes your hair rise to a perpen- 
dicular position and causes the icy chills 
to travel up and down the tender posi- 
tions of your spinal being. 


•You will see and hear all of this, and 


{perhaps more, too, for often the report 
{of a shotgun ia echoed along the streets. 
Wut don't faint, and don't run away. 
Hunt stand still for a moment and look 
[around and listen. If you haven't already 
jbecome stone deaf, your sense of hearing 
(rill detect one noise that ia louder and 
more nerve-racking than the others,'and 
this will furnish you the key to the 
whole thing. You will realize then that 
the people you see in strange action and 
posture are not quarreling, not taking 
[voluntary physical exercise, nor are they 
claying a game. 


Bird* Cause of All of It 


i They are simply trying to 
frighten 


away the thousands of blackbirds that 
have appropriated this portion of our 
Jfair city as their permanent roosting 
place. 
Twice a day for years during 


the late summer and early autumn, peo- 
iple.of the neighborhood border'on the 
ivsrge of nervous prostration over the 
Evening and morning conference of these 
birds. 
i For six years two separate portions of 
Fort Wayne have Buffered the blackbird 
peat. The corner of Wayne and Hock- 
bill streets is the daily meeting place 
(for the majority of these 
feathered 


ttuisances, while hundreds and hundreds 
of the birds roost nightly in trees near 
the corner of W«Aster and Tabor streets, 
and 
around the Third Presbyterian 


church. 


Bo loud ii the piping cries of these 


birds that conversation in the ordinary 
/tone cannot be carried on. So great is 
ithe din that it is simply nerve-racking 
'for people to attempt to occupy their 
front porches, and at times sleeping is 
made absolutely impossible by their pe- 
culiar and uncanny. twitterin 


'Can't Scare Them Away. 


I 
AH manner of methods have been em- 


ployed during the last faw years, since 
{the population of the flock increased, to 
get rid of their presence, and during the 
.autumn days it is stated that-, men, 
•women and children in. the pest-ridden 
•territory stretch their inventive powers 
to the breaking point in an effort to per- 
manently frighten away these feathered 
visitors.

particular kind of bird breeds rapidly, 
anil when they return next spring on 
their way north their numbcw will bo 
greatly increased. 


Tries a Cow BelL 


The greatest number of birds roost in 


trees surrounding the homes of Dr. Ben 
P. Weaver, Edward F. Yarnelle, P. E. 
Pickerd, Robert DeWald, Thomas Hanna 
and Page Yarnelle, and it is safe to say 
that each of these men have devoted con- 
siderable time to thoughts that would 
not result well for the birds if 
the 


neighborhood 
had 
anything 
to 
do 


about it. 


One of the moae effective plans for 


frightening the birds is now being op- 
erated daily by E. F. Yarnelle. He has 
placed a loud-toned and old-fashioned 
cowbell high in the top of a tall tree in 
front of his home, and each evening as 
the feathered visitors begin to scramble 
for their roosting plaeen, Mr. Yarnelle 
or his chauffeur rings this bell by means 
of a rope and pulleys running from it to 
the porch. As long as the bell is sound- 
ed, very few birds will settle for the 
night in the trees nearest the one'to 
which the instrument is attached. 
To 


keep them out, however, the bell must 
continue to ring until the last black 
head has been tucked beneath a weary 
wing, and then Mr. Yariiellu says ho is 
not sure but what one could find enough 
birds in the trees in front of his house 
to furnish the interior of a few dozen 
blackbird pies, with the* historical twen- 
ty-four birds to each pie. 


Shoots Skyrockets. 


While Mr. Yarnelle is ringing his cow- 


bell, others are usually tiring them- 
selves out by clapping tho stub ends 
of two barrel staves together, and still 
other residents of the neighborhood are 
making deafening noises of some kind, 
all with one purpose in view—to drive 
the pests from in front of their respect- 
ive homes. 


In the midst of all this noise you will 


occasionally see a streak of fire shoot 
upwards, for Mr. DeWald has come to 
the conclusion that Roman caudles and 
skyrockets aimed at 
leafy, darkness 


of tho high branches will be effective In 
routing out a hundred or more sleepy 
birds. 


Judge Heaton used to have an old- 


fashioned "horse-riddle," which was re- 
volved nightly as the birds started their 
unwelcome concert, but this has long 
since been discarded. Somebody else in 
the neighborhood resorted to the cow- 
bell method, but has evidently given up 
in disgust, because Mr. Yaraelle's bell is 
the only one working at present in this 
part of the city. 


Through many different' experiments 


it has bean found that the birds frighten 
at the noise, and when the usual evening 
or early morning concert of strange 
sounds begin, the skies are darkened by 
the shrieking, 
whirling thousands of 


feathered disturbers, They insist, how- 
ever, in holding on to their roosting 
place, and as soon as the noise ceases 
they come back, even if it is a trifle 
later than they are in the habit of re- 
tiring. 
They don't go far away, and 


some even remain in spite of the din 
and uproar, and all return as th« noise 


to 


Many Use Shotguns. 


Bird pie might be a common item on 


the menu in many west side homes dur- 
ing this season of the year, as one docb 
ict have to be a marksman, or even a 
rank amateur with a gun, to kill a suf- 
ficient number at onu shot to furnish 
food for a large family, .Many n.cn of. 
the neighborhood have purchased shot- 
guns, and every once in u while a cou- 
ple of shots (ired at random in the foli- 
age brings down a dozen or two birds. 
It is said that a member of the Peter 
Srayscr family brought down nearly 
twenty of the birds at one shot with 
the contents of a double-barreled gun. 


boys with air rilles and sling-shots 


have no trouble in killing a few birds 
whenever they so desire, as about all 
they have to do is to shoot aimlessly 
into any one of the trees. 


It is suggested that Fort Wayne rid 


itself of tins annual pest, aa a few other 
cities did by recruiting about eighty or 
a hundred men, all armed with shot- 
guns, and at a given signal all fire in'-o 
the trees. 
Repeat the operation each 


day until the birds arc convinced that 
their presence is not wanted nearly as 
badly as they themselves seem to think. 
It's a conceded point by those who live 
near by that a whole carload of sky- 
rockets or a hardware store of cow- 
bells would never bring about the desirud 
riddance of the birds. 


Scatter in Daytime. 


These birds scatter in tho daytime, ac- 


cording to Mr. Stockbridge, anil go for 
miles in every direction from the city. 
It is his belief, however, that the greater 
portion of those that roost 
in 
Fort 


Wayne at night spend the days north 
and west of the city. Many remain all 
during tho autumn at no greater dis- 
tance away from their roosting plaoo 
than Swinney park. 
Almost any day 


hundreds of them may be seen at Kobi- 
sou park, and reports from St. Vincent's 
orphanage state that each night anil 
morning at this season of tho year 
monster flocks of the birds arc seen 
coming from and returning tq tho city. 
The birds that spend the daytime at 
Robison park and vicinity usually re- 
turn along tho route of the old feeder 
canal, as people residing in that direc- 
tion see them dally in their morning and 
evening flights. , 


Some of'Their Habits. 


Mr. Stookbridge says the birds come 


first to this part of the country about 
March 1, en route to Michigan. They 
then return during the summer and.re- 
main In this part of Indiana until the 
first heevy frost, usually noted about 
the middle of October. Mr. Stockhridge 
says that no other birds come back to 
identically the game roosting quarters 
year after. 
Most birds always return 


to the vicinity in which 
they 
were 


hatched. 


"Some morning very soon the birds 


will leave Fort Wayne and depart for 
their winter quarters," said Mr. Stock- 
bridge. "Many of them winter in South- 
ern Indiana, but tho majority of them, 
flying at the rate of fifty miles per day, 
return to the gulf states, 


Their True Classification. 


Very few people know the true class 


to which these birds belong. According 
to Mr, Stockbridge they are of tho 
passeres order, and they belong to the 
ictcridae family, comprised of the ori- 
ple, common blackbird, meadow lark and 
b.ob-o'-ljnk, There are, two branches of 


Its original roosting territory was in the 


them w i t h instincts that would save 
the .-[iri'irs from extinction." 


They Cling Together. 


Mr. Sto?kljr;i!gc declares that only in 


recent years this species of bird has 
laluii up its nightly abode in the cities. (lll'.V KO to th 


country, usually in swamp land or about 
rivers and other bodies of wnter, but al- 
ways near enough to agricultural cen- 
ters to visit farms under 
and follow the plow, practically ridding 
the new upturned earth of insects -and 
worms. It is believed that geographical 
ehiir.ges in the territory inhabited by 
the birds has caused them to forsake 
their first roosting places, and caused 
them to change their mode of living, in 
a measure, for now they nightly come to 
tile cities to sleep.

An Interesting Bird. 


"The cowbird is about the size of the 


bluebird," said Mr. Stockbridge. 
"It 


gets its name from associating with 
cows. They will follow cows about for 
an entire day, alighting on their backs 
and head and walking about their feet, 
eating all sorts of insects that arc at- 
tracted by cows. And the peculiar part 
of this is, that tho cows don't mind the 
presence of the birds in the least. 
A 


cowbird "will fly to the hack of a cow 
and walk about without showing any 
fear whatever of being knocked into 
kingdom come by a swift jolt from the 
cow's tail. 


"The cowbird ia one of the most in- 


teresting birds that visit this portion 
of the United States," said Mr. Stock- 
bridge, as he stood at the corner of 
Rockhill and Wayne streets the other 
night and pointed out 
the 
different 


species that engaged in the noisy scram- 
ble for a night's lodging place. 
"This 


bird does not build a nest, but deposits 
its eggs in the nests of other birds. 
Tho time of cowhird incubation is al- 
ways two days earlier than that of most 
other birds, and the cowbird egg is 
usually hatched two days earlier than 
the eggs laid by the builder of the nest. 
This gives the bird the advantage of an 
early start in growth by taking the food 
from the younger and weaker bird? that 
rightfully are entitled to the nest. Tho 
young cowbird gets practically all of the 
food brought by the old birds and as 
a rule the other birds perish for lack 
of nourishment. 


Once Followed Buffalo. 


"When America was discovered, and 


for years afterward, tho cowbird was 
found as a constant associate with thn 
buffaloes. 
They followed tho American 


binon north in summer and to the south 
In winter, and no matter in what part 
of tho country, they changed locations 
almost daily on account of the roaming 
disposition of the buffalo.

Williams, Cal., Sept. 27.—A couple of 


young men, whose names

Williams, and will be busy for days 
cutting and curing for shipment a. large 
quantity of tar weed. 


They have an order for fifteen tons 


and a chemical manufacturing concern, 
will distill the weed for use in certain 
medicines they put on the market.

only state where the tar weed grows 
wild so extensively and contains the 
medicinal properties sought. In the lo- 
cality mentioned there are many acres 
of thrifty growth now in the blossom, 
which seems to be the proper time for 
taking.

operation. It is said that the curing re- 
quires more care than in hay harvesting, 
but the weight of the weed averages 
much heavier than either Brain, hay or 
alfalfa on account of the large percent- 
age of growing tar or rosin

Formerly, that Is to say before the days 


of Edward I., the Forest, uslne the word 
In its technical sense as a district In which 
the hunting rlshts were reserved to the 
Crown, was 'of much larger extent and in 
this connection the historian has a word to 
say on behalf of the early Norman con- 
querors, who ruined large .tracts of land 
for their own "princely delight and pleas- 
I 
ure." 


Wholly cruel and selfish as they were, 


and vexatious and oppressive as were tha 
forest laws, yet England to-day owes th« 
royal hunters a debt of gratitude. Inas- 
much as tho English would to-day ba 
without such choice possessions as th» 
New Forest or those of Epplng and Dean 
but for tho action of the Norman con- 
querors In preserving them. The motives 
were bad, but the ultimate result has been 
to the advantage of the country.

The amount of the allowance is fixed 


for each commune by the Municipal 
Council, subject to the approval of the 
General Council and the Ministry of the 
Interior.

Origin of the Typewriter. 


W 


HO of all the thousands who nse th« 
now indispensable typewriter know» 
the name of its inventor, the place 


or the time of its invention? 


Milwaukee claims the honor of having 


been the home of the inventor. He died 
in poverty, while his assistant is still liv- 
ing in that city, unhonored and in infirm 
health. 
The first idea of C. Latham 


Sholes, Hie inventor, was worked out in 
the form of a numbering machine which 
automatically printed fhe numbers on the 
pages of blank books. He talked over hll 
project with Matthias Schwalbach, who 
made his patterns for him. 


The first machine was made in 1867 and 


was exhibited, but there were so many de- 
fects that it was called in and improve- 
ments made. Still it was not satisfactory, 
nnrt ten successive machines were made 
before one was turned out that warranted 
the persistent workers in applying for a 
patent. That was in 1S71. At that time 
almost every one looked upon the contriv- 
flnof; ns the product of a dreamer's imag- 
ination. 
Merchants would not buy it 


and no one cared to risk the money for 
its manufacture nnd promotion. Finally, 
however, .Tnmcs Dcnsmore, n man of good 
business ability ami progressive ideas, 
advanced money and was taken into part- 
nership, lie went East and succeeded in 
selling the rights in the machine in vari- 
ous States to the Western Union Tele- 
grnph Company. He also succeeded in 
interesting the Remington rifle manufact- 
urers, and thereafter the machine became 
known as the Remington typewriter. Mr. 
Schwalbach, flic surviving en-worker with 
Mr. Sholes, believes that Mr. Densmore 
made an immense fortune out of the royal- 
tics. As so often happens, the originator* 
of the idea did not share in these riches. 


Mr. Sholes was a socialist and a leading 


member of a society organized in Wiscon- 
sin to promote the ideas of Charle* 
Fourier. He expressed his views in th« 
Free Soil and other papers which h« 
edited, and he continued to work on hia 
inventions even after he was bedridden, 
Schwalbach s.'iys that for all the wort 
done on the typewriter lie received notw 
for $650, which ho cashed for $75. 
,

The meeting here mentioned is to be the greatest 


meeting the Bible tells us anything about. There have 
teen some wonderful meetings, but never has there been 
one to compare with this. It was a .wonderful meeting 
the children of Israel had, on the shore of the Red Sea, 
after Pharaoh's pursuing host has been destroyed in the 
angry waters, and Miriam, the prophetess, with her tim- 
orel, led the people in singing, "Sing ye to the Lord, 
for he hath triumphed gloriously; the horse and his rider 
hath he thrown into the sea." 
(Ex. 15:21.) And it 


•was another great meeting they had at the foot of Mount 
Sinai, when the law of God was given to them amid 
thunders and lightnings, and fire and smoke. That was 
a great meeting, too, on Mount Carmel, when Elijah, 
the sturdy Tishbite, defied the prophets of Baal; and that 
was a great meeting where David danced before the 
ark of God, as it was borne into Jerusalem. 
It was a 


great meeting when Solomon dedicated the temple, and 
the glory of the Lord came upon the people, and those 
were great meetings that were held on the banks of 
the Jordan, when Jerusalem and all Judea went out to 
hear the man who dressed in camel's hair and wore a 
linen girdle, and lived on locusts and wild honey. It 
.was a wonderful meeting when Jesus preached the Ser- 
mon on the Mount, and another when he fed the multi- 
tude with five loaves and two fishes. And that was a 
great meeting on the day of Pentecost, when the Spirit 
came like a rushing mighty wind, and under Peter s 
preaching about three thousand were converted. 


All these were great meetings, and any number of 


fathers have been held, both in former times and in our 
own day. 
Those were great meetings in the early days 


of Methodism, when'Wesley and Whitefield preached to 
great multitudes in the fields. Those were great meet- 
ings when multitudes were flocking to hear Finney and 
Moody; and great meetings have since been held by other 
'great evangelists all around the world. But no meeting 
has ever been held anywhere or in any time that could 
begin to compare in importance with the greatest of till 
meetings that is to be held in the air, when our Lord 
comes to make up his jewels. That meeting is the one 
for which all others have been preparing the way. It 
will be the crowning meeting of all history. 
The pur- 


pose of all that has been done in this world up to the 
present time has been to prepare for that great meeting 
in the air. 


From Adam mankind has been marching, step by 


step, up a grand stairway leading direct, to that meet- 
ing in the air. 
The call of Abraham was one step to- 


ward it, and Jacob and his twelve sons were another. 
Joseph ruling in Egypt was another; the delivenwo 
under Moses another; the conquest of Canaan under 
Joshua another, and so on with every event in sacred 
history. It was for this Jesus suffered on the cross to 
make atonement for sin. It, was for this ho arose from 
the dead and ascended into heaven, where he took his 
place at the right hand of the Father. It was for this 
the Holy Spirit came at Pentecost, and it was for this 
" that churches have been organixcd and missionaries sent 
to the ends of the earth. 
These things have all been 


' done to prepare the way, and lead up to the meeting 
which is so graphically described in the text. 


It was for this meeting God made his plans before 


he laid the foundations of the earth, and it was of this 
meeting he was thinking before the morning stars sang 
together. 


We are not told whnn Jesus will come, but we are 


told that his coming is sure, and we are charged to watch 
for it. 
Yet the church today shows as little concern 


about his coming again as his disciples did about his 
going away. All of this is fully in accord with Peter: 
"There shall come in the last days scoffers walking after 
their own lusts, saying, Where is the promise of his com- 


• 
ing, for since the fathers fell asleep all things continue 
as they were from the beginning until now?"—II. Peter 
3:3-4. 


Jesus not only foretold his going away, but charged 


his followers to expect his return, and be ready for it: 
"Watch therefore, for ye know not what hour your 
Lord doth come. Therefore, be ye also ready, for in such 
an hour as ye think not the Son of Man comcth."— 
Matt. 24:42-44. 


Every time we lift the communion cup to our lips 


we "do show forth the Lord's death till he come." 
There is no prophesy needing to be fulfilled before Christ 
comes. Jesus said: "This gospel of the Kingdom shall 
be preached in all the world for a witness unto all na- 
tions; then shall the end come."—Matt. 24:14 There is 
not a nation on the face of the earth that has not had 
the Gospel preached within its bounds. 


The second coining of Christ is the emphatic doc- 


trine of the New Testament. 
It is mentioned and re- 


ferred to more than three hundred and fifty time, and 
yet the majority of church members never heard a ser- 
mon on the subject; that is the reason they think so little 
of looking into the matter themselves. 
The church 


makes much of baptism, but in all of Paul's epistles 
baptism is only mentioned or referred to thirteen times, 
while the return of the Lord is mentioned fifty times. 
This certainly shows which he considered the most im- 
portant. 


McCheyne, the great Scotch preacher, once said to 


some of his friends: 
"Do you think Christ will come 


back tonight?" One after another they said, "I think 
not;" then he solemnly repeated: "Watch, therefore, 
for ye know not what hour your Lord doth come. There- 
fore, be yet also ready, for in such an hour as ye think 
not the Son of Man cometh."—Matt. 22:42-44. 


With such admonitions as this, what right have we 


to be unconcerned about it and say, as many preachers 
do, "It is nothing to me; I take no interest in the sub- 
ject whatever." Who would care to travel on a train 
where the engineer would never read his orders? Who 
would ride on a ship where the captain never looked 
at the compass? You may call it rubbish, but the dis- 
ciples called it the "blessed hope." "Why call ye me 
Lord, Lord and do not the things I say?" If Jesus had 
said, "I will not return for two thousand yenrs," no- 
body would have begun to look for him before the time 


' 
was near, but he expects his followers to be always look- 


his .rjeturn. jfpst as^imcon and, Anna jvajched 


and waited for his first coming, so we should be watch- 
ing and waiting for his return". It is not enough to say, 
"Oh, I'm a Christian; I'm all right." We are not all 
right unless we obey the command to watch, for it is 
certainly as much of a command to look for the coming 
of the Lord as it is to keep the Sabbath holy. Nothing 
else will do so much to keep us right where we should 
be in our religious experience. Knowing that the bank 
examiner may drop in at any moment keeps many a 
cashier from becoming dishonest. 


A little more than twenty years ago Mr. Moody 


called a convention of Christian workers to meet in Chi- 
cago, and that convention was in session- there in 
Moody's church for two months, and out of it came the 
great'Bible Institute. The daily program was to spend 
.the forenoon at the church in prayer and Bible study, 
and the afternoon and evening in doing practical Chris- 
tian work. A man who was my assistant some years 
ago attended that convention. He told me that one day 
Mr. Moody asked him to go down among the anarchists, 
in the hard part of Chicago, and hold a meeting there. 
"Do the best you can," said Mr. Moody, "and some 
night I'll come down and help you." 
My friend said 


that promise was a continual incentive to him to keep 
up his courage and do his very best. He didn't know 
when Mr. Moody would come, and so he looked for him 
every night, and the harder time he had, the harder he 
hoped and looked. This shows how the constant cxpe£- 
tation of the coming of Jesus will inspire and encour- 
age us. 


A great many say, "I believe the millonium will come 
, 


first, then Christ will come at the end of it." 
What 


people think has nothing to do with it, but what God 
says has everything to do with it. Many have missed 
railroad trains because they believed they would conic 
at a time that did not correspond with the official time 
card. 
You will see God's time card if you carefully 


read the Bible. Not ;i word can be found in the Bible 
that gives the slightest hope for the millennium before 
the return of Christ: but you can find plenty of verses 
that tells you to look for Hie coining of the Lord first. 


As we look back over the two thousand yoars since 


Christ, how far we seem to be away from the time when 
the will of God shall be done on earth as it is in heaven. 
Every edition of the press seems to make it clear that 
the devil is still having his way. Look at the reign of 
wickedness in our great cities in both high life and low. 
No college has ever yet made a saint, or ever will. Edu- 
cation may improve conditions, but it can never change 
or cleanse the heart. Look at. the lukewannncss and 
indifference in the churches everywhere, and sec what 
many of them are compelled to resort to in order to 
keep from going under. See to what schemes and dodges 
and foolishness some preachers have to resort to to 
ggt anybody to go and hear them. 


There cnn be no milleiiium until Jesus comes: it is 


his presem-e that makes the niilleninm. You might as 
well talk of daylight not, coming until the sun goes 
down. 
The niillenium cannot, begin until Satan has 


been bound in the pit. Nothing is more eertaln than 
that, the glory of God shall cover the earth, but it will 
be after Jesus comes. 


Many have an idea the world will grow better and 


hotter until the coming of the milleiiium, and everybody 
will be converted, and you bear that stuff preached, 
but the Bible does not teach any such trash. 


On the day before the flood there were no doubt 


many people who were sincere in thinking that, the 
world was growing better, and yet, it was so hopelessly 
wicked that, God had to destroy it. Some of the men 
who married into the. family of Lot may have made the 
same claim for Sodom, only a day or two before its 
destruction; no doubt Lot's wife was of the same opin- 
ion. On the day before the crucifixion there were men 
in Jerusalem who undoubtedly agreed with each other 
that the world was growing better. The world will 
jgrow worse and worse. They did eat, they drank, they 
married wives, they were given in marriage until the 
day that Noah entered the ark and the flood came and 
destroyed them all. Likewise also as it was in the clays 
of Lot; they did eat, they drank, they bought, they 
sold, they planted, they buildcd. But the same day that 
Lot went out of Sodom it rained fire and brimstone from 
heaven and destroyed them all. Even thus shall it be in 
the day when the Son of Man is revealed. (Luke 17:27- 
30.) Lawlessness, vice and crime will increase; commun- 
ism, nihilism, anarch'y, adultery, divorce, graft, all will 
continue to grow until they will finally ripen into the 
anti-Christ. 


Many think and preach that the millcnium will be 


brought about by the increase of knowledge, culture, 
great discoveries, such as the gasoline engine, automo- 
bile, electricity, radium, liquified air, wireless telegraphy, 
airships, etc. These have nothing to do with bringing 
the niillenium. It is the personal reign of Christ that 
brings the niillenium. Those who have been the greatest 
blessing to the world were filled with this hope—and 
preached it. 


The word of God was vitiated and neutralized by 


the traditions of men when Jesus first came, and that 
is very largely the trouble in present times. Instead of 
going to the Bible to find out what God says, the preacher 
is too apt to go to his books, to see what the great men 
of his church have to say about it, and all their preach- 
ing and teaching takes its color from the glasses the 
rabbis wear, just as was the case in the time of Jesus. 
The fact that Jesus was not recognized ' by the high- 
up authorities, but was rejected and crucified as an im- 
poster, shows what a dangerous and deadly thing it is 
to accept the traditions of men rather than what God 
says about things. Too many who ar-e now masters in 
Israel are as much in the dark as Niccodemus was. The 
truth is no harder to get at than corn on the cob, if we 
will first strip off the husk and shell it. We need to de- 
pend more upon the Holy Spirit and less upon our 
libraries if we would preach so that those who hear us 
will also hear the voice of God in our message. It is not 
what Doctor This or Professor That has to say about 
it that settles the question, and settles it right, but bow 
reads the Word? What does the Bible say about it? And 
what we need to do is to take the Bible as it reads, not 
ns some big man says it means. Big men have been mis- 
taken about vital things just about, as often us little 
ones. 
The safest pilot is not the one who wears the 


biggest hat, but the one who knows the channel the best. 
We should let the Bible.opeak to us just as God means it 
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should, without distorting it by the prejudices and 
vagaries of those who are always trying to put their 
own camel into it and strain out somebody elsVs gnat. 


It is high time for Christians to interpret unfulfilled 


prophecies by the light of prophecies already fulfilled. 
The curses on the Jews were brought to pass literally; 
so also will be the blessings. The scattering was literal; 
so also will be the gathering. The pulling down of Zion 
was literal; so also must be the building up. The re- 
jection of Israel was literal; and so also must be the 
restorat,ionv The first coming of Christ was literal, vis- 
ible and personal, and what right has anybody to con- 
clude that his second coming will be altogether spiritual! 
If his first advent was with a real body, why not the 
.same with his second coming? 


When Jesus first came the smallest predictions were 


fulfilled to the very letter; and should this not teach us 
to expect thbt the same will be true when he comes 
again? There are very many more prophecies concern- 
ing his second coming than his first, and does not 
this mean that God wants to give us the most favor- 
able opportunity possible to prepare for it? 
If the 


humility and shame of Christ at his first coming was lit- 
eral and visible, should not his coining in power and 
glory be also literal and visible? 


What right have wo to say that the words Judah, 


Zion, Israel and Jerusalem ever mean anything but lit- 
eral Judah, Zion, Israel and Jerusalem? Some one has 
called attention to the fact that there are only two or 
three places in the whole New Testament where such 
names are used in what may be called a spiritual or 
figurative way. Jerusalem occurs eighty times, and in 
every case is unquestionably literal, except when the op- 
posite is clearly indicated by such qualifying terms as 
"heavenly," "new" or "holy." Jew occurs a hundred 
times, and only four are even ambiguous. Israel and 
Israelite occur forty times, and all literal. Judah and 
Judea about twenty times, and literal in every case. 


John Bunyan was once studying the passages fore- 


telling that the feet of the Lord should stand on the 
Mount of Olives, and he thus reasoned: "Some com- 
mentators says that the Mount of Olives means the heart 
of the believer; that it is only a figurative expression, 
and means that the Lord will reign in the heart of the 
believer, and the Holy Spirit will dwell there. But I 
don't think it means that at all. I just think it means 
the Mount of Olives, two miles from Jerusalem, on the 
east." And that is why the Lord could use the poor 
tinker so marvclously, even when he waif shut up in 
Bedford jail. 


While face to face with them, Jesus taught his 


disciples to be in constant expectation of his early re- 
turn, and they so understood him and lived accordingly. 
They preached the doctrine and taught it in their 
epistles, every one of them. Certainly, if anybody ever 
understood the Lord correctly, it was the men whom be 
personally trained to do that very thing, that they might 
hand the truth he gave them down to us. 
If they 


failed to understand him, what hope is there that,-any- 
body else may do so? 


Jesus is going to come and reveal himself to the 


members of his body at the very moment when the last 
soul is saved necessary to complete that body—for the 
body of Christ must consist of a certain number of souls, 
or it never could be completed. If it were an infinite 
number it would be an endless task, and Jesus would 
never return, for he can no more come without his 
heavenly body than he could come the first time, with- 
out a human body. It is the completion of the body of 
Christ, therefore, that will bring him, and this shows 
how we may help and hasten his coming. Looking for 
and hasting unto the coming of the day of God wherein 
the heavens being on fire shall be dissolved and the ele- 
ments shall melt with fervent heat. (H, Peter 3:12.) 


Every time, we do personal work or try to get 


anybody saved, we may be doing something Jhat will 
bring the coming of the Lord. Instead of being 
discouraged by looking about us and seeing what 
r. small 
prospect 
there 
is of 
the 
whole world 


being converted, it will set our bones on fire to think 
that perhaps the last man needed to complete the Lord's 
body and bring Jesus back to eartli may be converted 
this very day. 
That gives us something. definite and 


tangible to work for, and hope for, don't you see? 


Colonel Clark, the founder of the Pacific Garden 


Mission, in Chicago, put in six nights out of every seven 
at the mission as long as he lived. One day somebody 
said to him: 


"Colonel, why don't you take some rest? You are 


killing yourself by sticking to that mission so close. Why 
don't you take a vacation and go away somewhere and 
rest?" 


"I can't do it, brother," answered the Colonel. "I 


could never do that, for every time I start for the mis- 
sion I think, maybe that last man may be saved in our 
little meeting tonight, and the Lord will come; and I 
wouldn't miss being at my post for anything in the 
world. When Jesus comes I want to be right where he 
expects «ie to be." 


The Bible very clearly makes known the great truth 


that God's purpose for this dispensation is the completing 
of the body of Christ. 
Pie- is not trying to save the 


world now; that is to be the work of the next dispensa- 
tion. Here is the Scripture for it: 


"God at the first did visit the Gentiles, to take out 


of them a people for his name. 
(The body of Christ.) 


And to this agree the words of the prophets; as it is writ- 
ten, After this I will return and will build again the 
tabernacle of David (the Jewish nation) which is fallen 
down (scattered and no longer- being used); and I will 
build again the ruins thereof, and I will set it up; that 
the residue of men might seek after the Lord." (Through 
their missionary efforts.)—Acts 15:14-17. 


That is the present dispensation, and that is what 


God is doing now. There is nothing said here about the 
conversion of the world, but it is made clear that a peo- 
ple is being chosen, and much Scripture might be quoted 
to show that the people so referred to, will constitute the 
body of Christ. Throughout this dispensation the Lord 
has been working among thjp Gentiles (those not belong- 
ing to the Jewish nation), and the above shows the' pur- 
pose for which he has been working. There is no thought 
expressed there of the millcnium. 


"And to this agree the words of the prophets (about 


God's purpose in gathering a chosen people from the 
Gentiles). As it is written (and -that, means what God 
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says). After this (after the number of people to be chosen 
from the Gentiles has been fully completed) I will return 
(to direct dealing with Israel) and build again the 
tabernacle of David which is fallen down."—Acts 
15:15-16. 


"Fallen down." What docs that mean? What does 


it mean for a house to be fallen down" Certainly that it \ 
cannot longer be used as a house while in that condition. 
Read the prophecy of Amos, from which this is taken,! 
and see why it is that God is through with Israel untill 
he has taken from the Gentiles the people for his name, j 
(To bear his name, to glorify his name.) 


The mission of the church—the bride of Christ, or! 


body of Christ—is to get ready to meet the Bridegroom.! 
When the body of Christ is completed he will reveal! 
himself to the members who are alive and in this world! 
at that time, and at the same moment they will be caught! 
up to meet those who have gone on before in the air, j 
and from that moment they arc forever with the Lord. I 


The body of Christ will be composed of believers I 


from every rnce and nation on earth. That is why the I 
Gospel must, first be preached as a witness to every na- j 
tion. Not from every dispensation. It had its begin- 
ning on the day of Pentecost and will be complete at 
the time of the meeting in the air, which is called the 
Rapture. 
For he is now preparing, perfecting and com- 


pleting the church—the body of Christ, the bride who is 
to meet the Lord in the air, and be with him forcvcrmore. 


These different members will bo found, one here and 


another there, and gathered together from all parts of 
the world, and the moment the last one is saved Christ 
will be revealed—not to the world, but to his church— 
his bride—just as the electric light blazes out, when the 
last condition is fulfilled. At that time Christ will not. 
be revealed to the whole world, but only to the individ- 
ual members of his body who may be alive and here at 
that 'time. 


There remains no prophecy to be fulfilled. There is 


not a nation where the Gospel has not bocn preached. 
So Christ must be waiting for the completion of the body 
of believers. 
When the Rapture comes it will come in 


1hc twinkling of an eye. Those who have died in the 
Lord will be resurrected, and they, with the believers 
who are alive, will be caught up to meet the Lord in the 
air. 


When the Rapture comes it will come in the twink- 


ling of an eye, and will be altogether unexpected except 
by those who have been searching the prophecies and are 
looking for it, just as Simeon and Anna and the wise 
men were looking for Jesus at his first coming. After 
it has occurred there will be an army of church mem- 
bers and preachers who will not know that it has come, 
because they are not members of the Lord's body; for 
the Lord will not at that time be seen by any except 
those who have been caught up to meet him in the air. 
The remainder of the world will not know that he has 
been here, and they will not know what has become of 
the missing ones. They will seem to have disappeared 
in all kinds of unaccountable ways, unless their earthly 
bodies shall be left behind theni, as the linen clothes of 
Jesus were left in the tomb. But things will soon settle 
back into their old condition, and the world go on its 
way, as did Sodom after Lot was taken out of it. 


The notion that people have about the second coming 


of Christ is that when he comes the judgment day will 
also come, and that the world will come to an end. This 
idea is unscriptural and shows how little the Bible has 
been searched to'find and make known the real truth 
by those who are leaders and teachers in the church. t 
Business will go on and governments will go on as now. 
After Jesus conies and takes the believers out of the 
world, then takes place the great tribulation, a descrip- 
tion of which you will find later 'on. At the close of the 
tribulation the Lord will return, bringing with him his 
saintly members of his body, to begin his niillenium 
reign. Then he will reveal himself to the Jews. They 
will accept him as their long-rejected Messiah. 
Then 


The millenium will begin; the devil will he cast into the 
bottomless pit for a thousand years; nations will be 
born in a day, through the missionary efforts of the Jews. 


. 
The Jews have always been full of energy in busi- 


ness, as no other people, and when they become ambassa- 
dors for Christ there will be no lukewarmness or indiffer- 
ence. Either before or during the tribulation the.Jews 


' will have been restored to the Holy Land, rebuilding 


their temple and restoring the Jewish worship. Also 
during the tribulation the anti-Christ will come, most 
likely in the person of some groat, king. It is supposed 
that he will be a personal incarnation of the devil, just 
?.s Jesus was an incarnation of God. He will go to Jeru- 
salem, and there do great signs and wonders, by which 
he will st) delude the chosen people that they will accept 
him as their Messiah, and pay him divine honors in the 
temple. It will be during this that Jesus will return 
end destroy him by the brightness of his coming. 


"And then shall the wicked be revealed, whom tha 


Lord shall consume with the spirit of his mouth, and i 
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destroy with the brightness of his coming: even him, 
whose coming is after the working of Satan with all 
power and signs and lying wonders."—II. Thes. 2:8-9. 


In the Lord's coming there are to he two distinct 


phases—his coining for the members of his body, and 
revelation to them at the time -of the Rapture, or taking 
up into the air. and his coming with the members of his 


r\hody, at, the close of the tribulation, when he is revealed 
to the Jews and destroys the anti-Christ. 
Overlooking 


these two phases has put some people in confusion about 
the order of events, just as the failure to distinguish 
between the prophecies pertaining to the first and sec- 
ond coming confused the Jews, and caused them to re- 
ject Jesus, through what they supposed to be his failure 
to fulfill prophecy. 


The visible church will be left here, strong in mem- 


bers and organization. 
It will probably make a great 


show of missionary activity." but will have no more power 
against the principalities and powers of evil than did the 
disciples who missed the Mount of TVanstiguratou have 
over the demons that were tormentng the little hoy. 
In a worldly way it will appear to be in a very prosper- 
ous condition, rich in property and elegant buildings: 
but here is a picture of what it will be after the salt of 
the earth has been taken out of it: 


"This know also, that in the last days perilous times 


shall come. For men shall be lovers of their own selves, 
covetous, boasters, proud, blasphemers, disobedient to 
parents, unthankful, unholy, without natural affevtion; 
truce 
breakers, 
false 
accusers; 
incontinent, 
fierce, 


despisers of .those that are good: traitors, heady, high- 
minded, lovers of pleasure more than lovers of God. hav- 
ing a form of godliness, but denying the power thereof." 
—II. Tim. 3 :l-5. 


Bear in mind that this has no reference to the Turks, 


the heathen in Africa, or the people in the shims: hut 
that it is a description of the rank and file of the church, 
after the Lord has come and taken his body out of the 
world. For notice, that it is said that these people have 


! n form of godliness, which means that they are pro- 
| fessors of religion. They are not avowed infidels or 


I atheists, but professed believers. 


Let us consider, in the first place, something of what 


[it may mean to have a part in that meeting in the air: 


1. Well, the most glorious thing about it is that if 


Iwe are there we shall be members of the body of Jesus 
IChrist. It will mean that we are members of the royal 
Itamily of the universe; that we are kings and princes 
Iwho are to sit on the throne and reign with Jesus, and 
Ithat we shall be with him forevermore, never to be sep- 
larated from him again. And this will mean that we shall 
•be the most exalted beipgs in all the universe, for who 
Icould be higher than the sons of God, or the bride of our 
ILord? In talking to men God must of course use the 
• language of men, but he can only put into our words 
I just a little of what he would tell us. A very little look- 
1 ing into the matter, however, will show that he has used 
the most expressive words in our language to show how 
near and precious is to be our relationship to him. In 
fact, he has used about all the words we have that could 
be used for that purpose, as "members of his body," his 
"bride," and "sons of God." 


If we are so fortunate as to have a part in that meet- 


ing in the air. it will mean that we are among Ihe most 
fortunate of all the sons of men, and that we have lived 
in the most blessed of all times for men to live, for only 
those are eligible to membership in the body of Christ 
who live in the present dispensation. Moses and David 
and Isaiah and Jeremiah had no such chance as we 
have, for the body of Christ had its beginning at Pente- 
cost. Neither will those who live after the Rapture have 
an opportunity, for the body will then be complete and 
the door closed forever, as it was in the faces of the 
foolish virgins. Jesus said of John the Baptist that he 
was the greatest of all the prophets, but that the least in 
the kingdom of God was greater than he. 


What an awful thing it would be, then, to have such 


a glorious, opportunity and miss it. Others will know the 
joys of great salvation, for the world will be saved dur- 
ing the millenium (the next dispensation), and the knowl- 
edge of the glory of God will cover the earth as the 
waters cover the sea, but the p'eople of that day will have 
no place in the body of Christ; they cannot become mem- 
bers of the royal family. 
They will be loyai subjects 


of the King. That is why Paul could say: "For I reckon 
that the sufferings of this present time are not worthy to 
be compared with the glory which shall be revealed in 
us." 
(Rom. 8:16.) 
There is a vast difference between 


a son of King George and a subject of Great Britain. 
The smallest babe of royal blood is greater than the 
greatest man in the kingdom. 


2. If we have a place in that meeting in the air, 


it. will mean that we are like Christ, for "when he shall 
appear we shall be like him, for we shall see him as he 
is." 
The true child of God is always longing to be like 


his Master, and this heart yearning is the sure prophecy 
of what we shall then be. It will also mean that we shall 
nevermore be separated from him. The devil will never 
again have power to separate us from him for a single" 
moment, and wherever he is, there shall we be also. The 
fact that Jesus is to be here during the millenium would 
be proof conclusive that we shall be here with him, even 
if there were no other Scripture for it. 


3. For some that meeting will mean that they 


reached it without having to pass through death, for it 
is to be composed of those who have gone on before, and 
those who are still living at that time. Some who are 
born into this world are never to di,e, and we may hope 
to be of that elect number. The Christian has no busi- 
ness to be looking for death. It is his right to hope to 
live forever, and instead of expecting to go to the grave, 
he should be looking for the coming of his Lord, and the 
meeting in the air. 


4. It will also mean that we shall then, have bodies 


that will remain young forever. 
Pains and -aches, gray 


hair, wrinkles and feebleness will never again'be known. 
Listen to this: 


"Behold, I show you a mystery: we shall not all 


fcleep (die), but we shall all be changed. In a moment, 
in the twinkling of an eye, at the last trump, for the 


trumpet shall sound, and the dead shall be raised in- 
corruptible (no longer subject to age or decayK and we 
shall be changed" (into his likeness.)—!. Cor. 15:51-52. 


And it will come in the twinkling of an eye—in a 


moment—and that moment will be what all time was 
made for. 
In that moment some will give up old age 


to be young forever. 
Others will go from beds of pain 


upon which they may have lain prostrate for years. 
Others, from the most grinding poverty, will spring to 
eternal wealth. Some will go from burdens i'rom whirli 
they expected no relief save death. From what tribula- 
tions and troubles and afflictions will not that moment 
be a deliverance, and how the angels will begin to crowd 
the battlements of heaven upon that glad meeting 
when they know it is about to come! In a moment! In 
the twinkling of an eye! 
"Come, Lord Jesus; come 


quickly," ought to he the daily prayer of every Chris- 
tian heart. Aud yet as we look about us now, and see 
how the devil seems to be having his way as much as 
ever, it looks as if that great time would never come. 
Rut you can't tell by appearances. An hour before the 
tidal wave comes there is nothing to indicate that it 
will ever come. Nobody dreamed of an earthquake ten 
minutes before San Francisco began to rock and tum- 
ble. 
Some time ago the president touched a golden key 


in the White House, and in a moment, in the twinkling 
of an eye. the acres of machinery at the great Seattle 
exposition, on the other side of the country, were in mo- 
tion, and countless flags began to fly in the breeze: and 
that's the way the Lord 
will come. 
Just that 


quick! Quicker than a clock can tick! Quicker than 
lightning can flash! Ten minutes before the president 
touched the golden key it looked as if the macliinery 
would never start, but when the right moment arrived 
jt. WPS going. ''Therefore!, be ye alfo ready, for in such 
an hour as ye think not the Son of Man cometh." God's 
clock is never behind the smallest fraction of a second.

5. If we have a part in that meeting, it, will mesn 


that we shall be here in this world with the Lord during 
the millenium—a thousand years—with the devil chained 
and cast out—not a saloon, gambling hell or brothel in 
the world, and everything just as we want it. Hear this: 


"And cast him into the bottomless pit. and shut him 


up, and set a seal upon him. that he should deceive the 
nations no more, till the thousand years should be ful- 
filled: and after that he must be loose a little season. 
And I saw thrones, and they sat upon them, and judg- 
ment was given unto them: and I saw the souls of them 
that were beheaded for the witness of Jesus, and for the 
word of God, and which had not worshipped the beast, 
neither his image, neither had received his mark upon 
their foreheads, or in their hands; and they lived and 
reigned with Christ a thousand years. But the rest of 
the dead lived not again until the thousand years 'were 
finished. This is the first resurrection. Blessed and holy 
is he that hath part in the first resurrection: on such the 
second death hath no power, but, they shall be priests 
of God and of Christ, and shall reign with him a thou- 
sand years."—Rev. 20:3-6. 


6. To have part in that meeting will be to meet those 


who have gone on before—fathers and mothers and other 
loved ones. Think of how glorious and blessed that will 
be, and there will doubtless be infinite surprises that the 
Lord will have in store for us, "For it hath not entered 
into the heart of man the things that the Lord hath pre- 
pared for them that love him." 


7. Think of the delight of meeting and continuing 


with the other members of the Lord's body, who will 
then be as dear to us as the apple of our own eye. Think 
of being intimate with Peter, James and John, Andrew, 
Phillip and the others, and of hearing from them again 
and aagin all the incidents they witnessed in the life of 
Jesus. 
Think of being more intimate, with Paul and 


Silas and Mark and Luke and Timothy, and the saints' 
who were in Caesar's household, than we arc with our 
very best friends now. 
Think of Wowing Mary, the 


mother of Jesus, as well as you know your own mother, 
sad of having her intimate friends, Martha and Mary and 
Lazarus of Bethany, and Mary Magdelene, and the un- 
known disciples who on the first Easter morning walked 
with their risen Lord on the way to Emmaus! Think of 
talking with Zaccheus and Blind Bartimius, the daugh- 
ter of Jarius, and the wild man out of whom the legion 


. of devils were cast. And the blind man in the ninth 


chapter of John—how good it will be to shake hands 
with him and tell him some of the good things we have 
so often thought about his courage. 
And Joseph of 


Aramathea, Niecodemus and the boy who had the five 
loaves and two fishes. And the blind woman who 
touched the hem of his garment; the widow who gave 
the two mites, arid the Phillipian jailer who got the old- 
time religion in an unmistakable way; the first leper who 
was cleansed, and all the rest. How much we shall miss, 
if we miss that, meeting in the air. 


8. Think of how glorious it will be to live for a 


thousand years in this world with our bTessed Master, 
and be closely associated with him; with bodies that will 
not wear out, or grow old, always in perfect health, 
and with faculties for enjoyment a thousand times higher 
than w« possess now. The.rriillennium will be the greatest 
time ever known, for it will be the golden age of man. 
Poverty, sickness, war and pestilence will be unknown. 
There will be no devil to cause human suffering and woe. 


Then think of the delight of coming back into this 


world, where we have had so much trouble and hardship 
and poverty and sickness, to live under such glorious 
circumstances as will then prevail. A man told a friend 


of mine that when a boy he footed it for nearly a hun- 
dred miles over the old National road. It was in August, 
the weather hot and dusty, and the boy penniless, home- 
less and disheartened. 
Me had on a pair of cowhide 


shoes, and his feet became so sore that over much of the 
way IIP could only hobble ;ilong in gretit pain. A little 
while ago he went over the same road in an ele- 
pntit 
automobile, and he never so enjoyed 
a ride 


in his life. The weather was tine and he had nothing to 
do but sit there and drink in tho beauty of the day, and 
think of how much bettor off he was than when he went 
limping over that s;ime road, a poor, helpless, sore-footed 
boy. Well, it will be something like that with us iu the 
jnillenium. perhaps, only vastly more glorious when we 
come back to have a good time here. 


9. It will also mean to be richly rewarded for all 


we have ever done or suffered for the Lord. Near the 
close of his hard and strenuous life Paul said: 


"Henceforth there is laid up for me a- crown of 


righteousness, which the Lord, the righteous judge, shall 
give me at that day: and not to me only, but unto all 
them also that love his appearing."—11. Tim. 4:8. 


Here are other verses showing there is to be a re- 


ward: 


"And when the Chief Shepherd shall appear ye shall 


receive a crown of glory that i'adeth not away."—I. Pet. 
5:4. 
''And behold, 1 tome quickly: and my reward is 


with me to give every man according as his work shall 
be."—Rev. 22:12. 


10. If we have a part in that meeting we shall es- 


cape the great tribulation which is to come upon all the 
earth as soon as the members Of the body of Christ are 
taken out of the world. The body of Christ is now the 
salt of the earth, and the light of the world. It is the 
army with which God now holds in check the princi- 
palities and powers of evil. 
It is therefore evident that 


when this army is taken out oi' the world, the devil will 
have- unhindered sway, and will immediately begin to 
make this world as much like hell as ho wants it to be. 
In speaking of this awful time, Jesus said: 


'•Then shall be great tribulation, such as was not 


since the beginning of the world to this time, no, nor ever 
frhall be. 
And except those days should be shortened, 


there shall no flesh be saved; but for the elect's sake 
those days shall be shortened."—Matt. 24:21-22. 


And here is what Daniel says of it: 
"And there shall be a time of trouble such as never 


was since there was a nation even to that time, and at 
that time thy people shall be delivered (members of the 
Lord's body), every one that shall be found written in 
the Book."—Dan. 12:1. 


Human imagination is incapable of picturing the awful- 


ness of this groat tribulation, that is surely coming on 
the world, and may begin this very day—yes, even this 
very hour! Think of it! It is to be the worst time the 
world has ever known, or ever will know. A worse time 
than the flood; a worse time than the bondage of Egypt, 
and a worse time than the destruction of Jerusalem, 
when women and children were torn in pieces, and the 
very name of mercy was unknown. A worse time than 
the reign of Nero; worse than during the Spanish inquisi- 
tion; worse than when Cortes destroyed the Aztecs; 
worse than during the French revolution and the com- 
mune, and worse than during the Dark Ages. A worse 
time than when men were skinned alive; worse than 
when they were pulled asunder by horses; worse than 
when ^meij, women and children wore thrown to hungry 
lions, and worse than when they were dipped in pitch 
and burned as torches. 


Do you want to live in that kind of a time? Well, 


the only thing that, can surely save you from it is to 
have a part in that meeting in the air, for no others who 
are living at that time can escape it, and that awful time 
may be upon us within the next ton minutes, for it will 
begin at 'the very moment the Rapture 
takes place. 


There is now not a single prophecy remaining to be ful- 
filled before the Lord may come, and the members of 
his body be caught up to meet him in the air. 


It stands to reason that the tribulation must be the 


most awful time known, because for the only time in all 
history the devil will then be loose and have unhindered 
sway. Everything he can do that will add to human woe 
will certinly be done. 
Governments will go to pieces, 


and there will be no security of life and property. 
A 


man may be a millionaire one day and a beggar the next. 
A very chaos of crime, and outrage of every kind will be 
turned loose. God will let the world and the universe 
see for a time what it, will mean to live under the devil's 
rule, and will let those who pass through the tribulation 
see that the good they so long enjoyed was because of 
the presence of the good. Some of you people who throw 
your votes and influence in favor of whisky and all kinds 
of hellishness that go with it. may live to find ouf'in the 
bitterness of the tribulation just what is meant by sowing 
the wind and reaping the whirlwind. 


It is supposed that the tribulation will cover a period 


of seven years. It might be seven hundred years; but it 
cannot be less than seven years. God in his mercy will 
make it as short as possible. 
That the real church of 


God, believers, members of the body of Christ, are to be 
taken' out of the world before the world is saved, is as 
clearly taught in the Bible as that'through the atonement 
made by Christ, man may have salvation from sin. 


What will it mean to the world? Every .believer 


will be instantly taken out of the world; homes will he 
rent, in twain, husbands will be robbed of godly wives, 
children will be taken out of the world and those left 
behind will wring their hands in grief. No doubt news- 
papers will print, extra editions. Universal consternation 
will reign. The world will neither see the Lord, neither 
will they sec their loved ones go. Those who have died 
in the faith will be raised. 


The statement of Jesus shows that not all the people 


are to be caught, up in the air in clouds, but one here 
and there: 


"There shall be two men in one bed; one shall be 


taken and the'other left. Two women shall be grinding 
together; the one shall be taken, and the other left. Two 
men shall be in the field; the one shall be taken and the 
other left.-"—Luke 17:34-36. 


This makes it look as if the mlmber cau£bt UP 'm 


the air would not be la?-e' When wil1 the meeting in 
the air occur? In regard to thls Jesus sald : 


"But of that day twd hour ^^weth no man, no, not 


the angels which are in peaven— neither the Son, but the 
Father. Take ye heed. ^atch and Prit-v5 for ye know 


not when the time is."— ?Iark 13 :32-33- 


But he also said, a/ter sPe<lkl»g of conditions that 


would prevail about that t'me: 


"So likewise ye. wh™ >"e sha!1 see al1 these tbin(?s> 


know that it is near evef al tlle doors. "—Matt, 24:33. 


Will the world corn0 to an end when Jesus comes 


and takes away the mei/lbers of hls body?

Agriculture in Alaska 


Would 7ou care to run a truck farm 


With strawberries selling at T1.26 to 
12.00 a quart, cucumbers {2 to $5 a 
dozen, celery 50 cents each, tomatoes 
BO cents to Jl a pound, and other 
products at proportionate prices? Or 
would you prefer general farming, 
with a few pigs and chickens as a 
sideline, with hay selling at 360 to 
$100 
a ton, hogs SO cents a pound, 


young pigs 75 cents a pound, and eggs 
$2 a dozen? 


These prices are receive! In Alaska 


under favorable markst conditions, but 
the prospective settler should consider 
the difficulties and expense of farming 
an well as the high prices of hii pro- 
ducts. 


Alaska Is not generally given much 


consideration from an 
agricultural 


standpoint, and yet, despite the rigor- 
ous climate, a large variety of grains, 
small fruits, and vegetables era being 
successfully grown. Experiments are 
being made with tree fruit*, but the 
results thus far have-not been very 
encouraging. The work conducted by 
the government with grains at the 
Rampart Experiment Station has been 
an unqualified success. 
Varieties of 


nearly all grains have been found that 
grow well. 


A cattle-breeding station at Kodlak 


Is working to develop tho milking 
qualities of Galloway cattle, as they 
are the most hardy and beat adapted 
to the climate. It IB believed that this 
will bo accomplished. The object will 
be to furnish hardy, acclimated cattle 
to settlers in the country nt a price 
not higher than the cost of taking 
them from the United States. 
Tho 


coast region Is well suited to the rais- 
ing of cattle. 


There are several successful farmers 


In the vicinity of Fairbanks, some of 
Whom are general farmers tnd others 
are running market gardens. 
While 


they are meeting with some failures 
of parts of their crops by frosts and 
cold and wet summers, yet they are 
learning by experience to overcome 
many of the discouragements of the 
climate. 


The climate shows a wide variation, 


from 90 degrees Fahrenheit at Ram- 
part, on the Yukon River, in July. 
with an average for the month of 63 
degrees, to 69 degrees below zero at 
Fort Egbert, near the Klondike gold 
fields, In January, with an average for 
the month of 40 degrees below zero.

REPAIR AND MAINTENANCE OF HIGHWAYS 


Continuous Maintenance Prevents the Necessity of Extensive Repairs and Keeps the Road Always in Good Condi- 


tion. The Advantage to the Traveling Public in Continuous Maintenance is Self-Evident. 


The need of effectual repair and 


maintenance of highways has now be- 
come well recognized. The resulting 
demand for better methods and more 
certain results is Insistent. The office 
of public roads of the department o£ 
Agriculture Is making a strong effort 
to focus the mind of the country on 
the fact that maintenance and effective 
repair are of equal importance with 
the actual Improvement of bad roads. 
Investment of money In new roads 
does not become real economy nntll 
provision Is mada for keeping theae 
new roads In condition after they are 
built 
If a new road was built and 


then allowed to fall into disrepair, 
much of the original investment is 
simply wasted. 


Europe, generally speaking, IB ahead 


of the United States In the matter of 
road improvement, but Great Britain 
Is struggling with a problem similar 
to the one that confronts the people 
of the United States. 
In England. 


Scotland and Wales there are no fewer 
than 3,140 separate authorities who 
between 
them, administer 
175.487 


miles of roads, or an average of only 
82 miles apiece. In Scotland, apart 
from the big cities there are over 200 
burghs, one-half of which have 10 
miles of roud apiece to maintain. 
Needless to say, such a. minute mileage 
is Insufficient to keep the road plant 
fully occupied all the year around, and 
renders the employment of a skilled 
engineer Impossible for economical 
reasons.

of road funds. 


Statisticians have found that al- 


though the average expenditure on the 
improvement of roads exceeds one 
million dollars a day, a large portion 
of the money In tho United States is 
wasted because of tho failure to build 
tho right typo of road to meet the 
local requirements or -the failure to 
provide for tho continued maintenance 
of the Improvement.

The various states and counties 


within the past six months have taken 
a greater interest in road Improve- 
ment than ever before in the history 
of the United States, and there Is now 
a strong movement to conserve the 
roads of the country where they are 
improved. 


During the last two decades there 


has been a reniarkablo development of 
road building which Is intimately asso- 
ciated with state aid and state control, 
especially in the region north of the 
Ohio and east of the Mississippi rivers. 
The evolutlpn of present day condi- 
tions In thla section Is particularly Im- 
portant In Its bearing on highway 
repair and maintenance. The rapidly 
Increasing automobile traffic on high- 
ways has greatly stimulated Interest 
In road Improvement and profoundly 
modified methods of construction and 
maintenance. 


At the beginning of the year 1918. 


ninety per cent, or approximately 
2,000.000 miles, of the roads in this 
country wero earth. Tho repair and 
proper maintenance of earth roads are 
therefore of great importance. 
To 


preserve a properly built or repaired 
earth road, It has been repeatedly 
demonstrated that tho best method Is 
some system of continuous mainte- 
nance. 
Tho operations Involved In 


maintenance are In one sense small 
repairs. 
The eoonomy In small re- 


pairs over extensive periodic repairs 
Is largely due to the fact that defects 
in a road develop at an Increasing rate 
If allowed to continue, and the cost of 
I restoring the road to the normal con- 
'dltlon Is consequently made greater 


than the actual sum of the costs of 
repeated minute repairs. 
The split- 


log drag, or some of Its modifications, 
has proved beyond doubt the best 
tool for earth- road maintenance. 


It can not be said that macadam 


roads in this country have been prop- 
erly maintained. 
Maintenance has 


usually been strongly advocated and 
little practiced. 
Ordinary macadam 


roads have until recently formed the 
highest class of improved country 
highways. Although such roads are 


now, 
in many Instances, giving place 


to other kinds of roads, they still con- 
stitute an Important class of roads and 
their repair and maintenance involve 
the fundamental principles for all 
road work. 
The patrol system has 


prevailed In the past largely on ma- 
cadam roads. In Prance, up to within 
a few years. It was universal and 
the French roads were the best main- 
tained roads In the world. An experi- 
ment In road-patrol work on earth 
roads Is In progress under the direc- 
tion of the office of public roads at the 
present time. 


The repair and maintenance of pub- 


lic roads has suffered greatly from 
poor administrative systems. 
Such 


work is of a mora routine character 
than the work of new construction, 
and the failure to recognize Its Im- 
portance has, In the past, led road 
officials to subordinate It to the con- 
struction work. It would seem that at 
Just the point In road operations where 
stimulus of effective organization was 
most needed, it was absent. The only 
successful attempts at systematic re- 
pair that are on record are those 
which have been managed with skilled 
and strong central control. Almost 
without exception, those states which 
have undertaken state aid in any form 
have found the necessity of removing 
the responsibility of the care of such 
roads from local authorities. The re- 
sults of this change nave been an Im- 
mediate Improvement.

Canning Tomatoes 


Canning vegetables may be trouble- 


some work In summer, but the good It 
does In winter is great enough to more 
than offset the trouble. If you have 
not planned to do canning this sum- 
mer let your mind run back to last 
spring with Its eruptions, sore throats, 
rheumatisms, and miscellaneous ache* 
and pains. 


You and members of your family 


were mildly gouty, rheumatic, or scur- 
vied, whichever you chose to call It. 
Of the three names the last Is the 
most accurate. 
You thought you 


needed some spring medicine, and no 
you went to the drug store, got some 
lerbs, and then went home and brewed 
a bitter, unpleasant tea. What was 
ailing your family then wa» that you 
did not put up enough canned goods 
ast summer. 


Remember the fable of the ant and 


the grasshopper and put up enough 
canned stuff to keep your family 
healthy next winter. If you must buy 
canned goods you will take economics! 
streaks from tune to time and your 
family will suffer. 
If yon can a few 


bushel* this summer you will Insist 
that the members of the family eat as 
much as they want and maybe a little 
more. 


Tomatoes are especially good to 


keep people healthy In the late winter. 
They are easily canned; they keep 
well; they are cheap In summer, and, 
next spring, that tartness so much 
needed Is there, Just as It was when 
the canning was done. 


Farmers' bulletin 621 Is on canning 


tomatoes. It advocates classes on can- 
ning In the public schools. It outline* 
a plan of Instruction. 


One Instruction to the teacher Is to 


explain the meaning of sterilisation, 
define bacteria, apores, germs, exhaust, 
fluex, and other unfamiliar terms, and 
to explain the pure food law as It 
applies to canned goods, especially to- 
matoes. 


This law Is that canned tomatoes 


should contain no added water. The 
tomatoes employed should be thor- 
oughly ripe, should be well washed 
before peeling, should be peeled In a 
sanitary manner, etc. 


The bulletin advises steam pressure 


cookers, cooking at 280, because one 
cooking Is enough. When open boil- 
ers are used the temperature In them 
barely goes to IIS, and more than one 
cooking Is required to kill all the 
bacteria and their spores. 


Insistence Is put upon sanitation, 


which means cleanliness. If the to- 
matoes are canned, after the top Is 
put on, there Is a final heating to drive 
the gases out through a blow hole. 
This hole Is then soldered. 


Two holes In a commercial can of 


bought tomatoes mean that, after seal- 
ing, some unJcllled spore* developed 
Into bacteria and swelled the can. The 
swollen can was again punctured, 
heated, and then soldered. Can* with 
two solder points may or may not be 
high grade. 


INJURIES BY THE BAGWORM

those Is commonly called the bagworm,

The 
rapid increase and spread of tho pest to 
orchards and to shade trees and orna- 
mental shrubs in cities, parks and 
cemeterloR have occasioned a great 
deal of loss in the past three or four 
years. 


The bagworm Is easy to control, at 


least upon trees of moderate size. 
There aro two methods of destroying i three years. This fills the pores and 
the pest, by collecting all of the bags~ 
and by spraying with poison. If tho 
bagworm is restricted to only a few 
trees, ono can cosily collect all of tho 
bags in the winter when the leaves 
are off. This method Is in common 
use and Is entirely affective, if care- 
fully done. It dooM not work so well 
on evergreens and, of course, Is out 
of tho question In very large orchards 
or groves. In such cases It Is necessary 
to spray when the young caterpillars 
begin to feed upon the follaga In tho 
spring. 
Early spraying should be 


practiced as tho pest Is destroyed be- 
fore the follase is consumed. 
The 


first regular application of poison for 
the codling moth, Just after the blos- 
soms fall in the spring, will also con- 
trol tho bagworm in orchards. 
One 


normal conditions, the two or three 
bottom leaves will be turning brown 
and the shuck will be turning yellow 
at tho end. There is greater danger 
of putting up silage too dry rather 
than too racist. In a stave silo the 
staves should be tightened up to ex- 
clude the air and generally loosened a 
little after the silage swells the staves. 
The Inside wall of a concrete silo 
should be washed with a thin mixture 
of cement and water ovory two or 


keope the air from the silage.

GREEN" MAJMJKTN'G. 


Green manuring, or the plowing 


under of green crops. Is one of the 
oldest methods used to maintain or to 
increase the productivity of the soil. 
The effect of green manuring varies 
according to the original character of 
the soil. In general, sandy or gravelly 
soils are made darker In color and be- 
come more retentive of moisture. 
Clayey soils are made more porous and 
friable, no that they are less likely 
to puddle or bake, and are less subject 
to washing. 
Loamy soils are less 


noticeably affected than others. 


The most Important object of green 


manuring Is the addition of humus to 
the soli. Other things being equal, the 
best green manure is that which fur- 
nishes the largest amount of material 
which will readily decay in the soil and 
thus form humus. There are, how- 
ever, additional ways in which such a 
crop may be beneficial. 


Deep rooted plants are decidedly 


preferable to shallow rooted, because 
they penetrate Into the subsoil. 
In 


this way air and water find entrance, 
especially after the roots decay. Thus 
In a way every deep rooted plant Is a 
subsoller. .It is also supposed that 
such plants, especially when plowed 
under, tend to enrich the surface soil 
with potMh and phosphorus from tho 
subsoil, thus bringing these substances 
within the reach of shallow rooted 
plants. 


Leguminous plants are more valu- 


able for green manuring than others, 
becauso they not only provide humus 
but also have the ability to use the 
nitrogen of the air, which upon decay- 
Ing they add to the soil. For this rea- 
son green manure crops should always 
bo leFrumes If such are adapted to .tho 
particular locality where needed and 
can be sown at the time desired.

PRACTICAL HOG MANAGEMENT 


By J. G. FULLER 


Swine offer a greater opportunity 


for Improvement and upgrading than 
any other class of live stock. There is 
no reason why any farmer raising 
hogs should have a herd of scrubs and 
nferlor Individuals. Starting with a 
pure-bred sire and continuing to use a 
slro of the same breed, but a few years 
are required to establish, at little ex- 
pense, a grade herd equal to pure 
jreds In every way, for pork produc- 
tion. No claa* of animals Increases so 
rapidly and none so readily retains 
acquired characteristics. 
Even when 


started with an Inferior lot of sows, 
a uniform herd can be developed by 
using a good boar and each succeeding 
year rejecting all inferior animals 
from the breeding herd. 
The boars 


should be carefully selected to Insure 
prepotency, quality and soundness. 
Keep him In prime condition, free 
from parasites or disease, give him 
plenty of exercise and not too heavy 
service. 


Tha sows must have the same qual- 


ity and size as the sire, and in addition 
get sows from the large litters of 
prolific dams. 
A dozen sound teats 


and a quiet disposition should be re- 
quired. Once a sow has demonstrated 
her value keep her as long as she Is 
vigorous rather than depend upon 
untried ones. 


Rations for breeding swine must be 


planned according to the needs of the 
animals. Breeding animals should be 
grown • and not fattened. 
They need 


plenty of exercise and a variety of 


nourishing food, but no fat formlni 
materials. Corn, alone. Is a very bad 
feed for sows and should never b« 
given exclusively. Change the food ta 
suit her condition. When nursing « 
litter add wheat bran and oil nual M 
the rations. 


The care of the young pigs is thi 


foundation of the fattening ot th« 
market animal. Wean the pigs at 
eight weeks after they have been 
trained to eat a ration of shelled con 


Prize Berkshire pigs. 


and slop in. sufficient amounts to avoid 
a check on their growth when removed 
from the dam. Mark the pigs of each 
litter by the ear notch system an4 
discard tho runts or separate them fof 
special care. 
Provide dry sleeping 


pens and ample runs. Sanitary quaf* 
ters and bedding, with careful feeding, 
can alone prevent serious losses front 
the many diseases and parasites which 
are common to swine. 


MIGRATORY BIRDS PROTECTED. 


CONSERVE MOISTURE. 


Fifteen 
men located In sections 


ranging from California to Massachu- 
setts have recently been appointed to 
advise Secretary of Agriculture Hous- 
ton on any matters which may be re- 
ferred to them regarding the regula- 
tions for the protection ot migratory 
birds. They are recognized experts in 
this line but will serve without pay. 


The new regulations, which do not 


go into effect until October 1, 1913, are 
In accordance with a recent act of 
Congress providing for the protection 
of the migratory birds of the United 
States. 
They will undertake to se- 


cure uniformity In the protection of 
migratory 
game and Insectivorous 


birds, particularly at night and to es- 
tablish 
protected 
migration routes 


along three great rivers in the central 
United States. 
Complete protection 


for the smaller shore bird and some 
others which are greatly reduced In 
number will be attempted and the 
open season will in some cases be re- 
duced from twenty-five to fifty per 
cent. 


Berries draw heavily upon soil mois- 


ture in the maturing of a crop of fruit, 
and every effort which the grower can 
make, In dry years, to conserve the 
moisture supply will mean a better 
crop of berries. Mulching the straw- 
berry field with straw not only pro- 
tects the berries from being spattered 
with soil when it rains, but protects 
the surface from evaporation when 
the weather IB dry. Blackberry and 
raspberry fields need frequent culti- 
vation in dry weather to conserve the 
moisture. 


SALT AS A 


Almost any sort of material that 


contains soluble potash, phosphoric 
acid, or nitrates has more or less fer- 
tilizing value, but salt has not a trace 
of any of these. Sodium and chlorine 
are all it has to offer. Salt might pos- 
sibly have some little effect on the 
physical condition ot the soil under 
some conditions, but even this would 
be too slight to warrant Its use.

GO AFTER TOE OOW. 


"Don't sit down In the meadow and 


wait for the cow to back up to b« 
milked—go after the cow." The basis 
for the whole dairy Industry is the 
cow and If farmers are going to utilize 
to the best advantage the great quan- 
tities of roughage that annually ar* 
wasted on every farm they must go 
after the cow.

OB by feeding to the dairy cow. She 
works day and night constantly, both 
summer and winter, on week days and 
Sundays, In flood and drouth, to con- 
vert tho unmarketable waste of the 
farm into a finished and valuable pro- 
duct of human food. 


The first thing is to get the cows. 


Profits are then assured, for the dry- 
farm country Is especially adapted, the 
feed Is there, the marketing facilities 
are at hand in most sections and th* 
products are in growing demand.— 
Q. L. Martin.

OMETHING other than the wild 
charm of the sedges, the broken 
shore and the many iittie islands 


along the coast has held the attention of 
many of the men who have, been in the 
Barneeat Bay section, in recent weeks. 
They have had a keen interest in the 
prospects for duck shooting this autumn 
and the'complacent expression upon .their 
faces has told that the prospects are good. 
Not for years have the ducks been so 
numerous, and this is an especially grati- 
fying condition, since under the regula- 
tions embodied In the Weeks-McLean Mi- 
gratory Bird law there will be new restric- 
tions in the times and conditions of shoot- 
ins, and the linutations have been mcreas- 


of New Jersey. While the law still awaits 
positive confirmation pending the ap- 
proval 'of the President, it is accepted 
as practically sure to go through without 
change. 


Under these regulations the country, 


generally speaking, is divided into two 
zones, northern and southern, the shoot- 
ing season fop the two zones varying ac- 
cording to the four classifications of mi- 
gratory birds that have been made. These 
zones take the place of fifty similar dis- 
tricts now existing under the statutes of 
the several States. 


Exceptions have neen made in both 


zones for numerous reasons, but in most 
places the closed seasons take the average 
of the existing laws of the States : •. the 
particular zones in which they r.;o located. 
In most cases three months of open shoot- 
ing are allowed for water fowl, and in 
some cases as much as three and one- 
half months. 
Spring shooting is abso- 


lutely prohibited, as Is the shooting o? mi- 
gratory birds between sunset and sunrise, 
so that the birds mny be undisturbed on,

Laws have been pretty stringent in Nerw 


Jersey for some time; that is one of the 
reasons why the ducks are so plentiful 
this year and why the heart of the sports- 
man is glad. The New Jersey Fish and 
Game La»?s make a volume of two hun- 
dred and fifty pages, which every man 
who purposes going forth with, rod and 
gun would do well to con and store in 
memory. On one of the^ first pages arc 
the words:—"Warning to Gunners," in 
large black letters. Under this heading 
one reads:—"Gunners will carefully read 
the new federal law, act of Congress, ap- 
proved March 4, 1913, for the protection 
of migratory birds. 


"The State of New Jersey is on record 


as favoring the federal control of migra- 
tory birds, as is evidenced by the 1013 
Legislature of Senate Concurrent Reso- 
lution, which asked that Congress enact 
such a law, and which recited that there 
was a very general sentiment in this 
StaU itt favor of the protection of misra-

except between one hour after sunrise 
aud until one hour before sunset: to shoot 
any kind of water wild fowl from boats 
nut propelled by oars or paddles or from 
any sand bar not covered with water; to 
take or .'have in possession in one day 
! more than twenty ducks, ten geese, ten 
| brant and thirty marsh hens or uiud hens; 


I to remove, from the State any duck, soose 
or brant; to tnke or attempt to take any 
same except by the use of guns held at 
arm's length; to shoot on Sunday or carry 
firearms in the fields or woods or on the 
waters on Sunday. 
The penalties are 
| from $20 to $500 for each violation, ami 
in case of non-pnyment of fines and costs 
iic convicted are subjected to imprison- 
ment.
